Construction workers have finished nearly all of the 
10,000 feet of curb work along ten streets in Grayling. City 
Manager Jerry Morford said rains the first part of October 
set street work behind schedule a little but the project is com- 
ing along well. 

After the curb work is completed, gravel will be laid 
down, the streets will be paved, and then the clean-up work 
will finish the project. About a mile of streets will be paved. 
Morford said the paving could only take one week once it 
starts.

Austerity to Close State Campgrounds 


Under current budget cutting proposals made by the 
Governor’s office, Crawford County’s State Forest Camp- 
grounds will not open during 1982. According to O.J. Scher- 
schligt, Deputy Director of the D.N.R., most recent cuts in- 
volve closing of all of the state campgrounds for next sum- 
mer. Also, scheduled to be eliminated will be the snowmobile 
trails maintenance program. 

Although the above two programs strike a blow to this 
area’s tourist industry, which had one of its best years ever in 
1981, the most serious implications come in closing the coun- 
ty’s canoe campgrounds. Physical closure of these facilities 
will be nearly impossible as will all other water access camp- 
grounds. 

The Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce has con- 
ducted the Lansing office of the D.N.R. and arranged a public 
meeting with State D.N.R. officials to discuss the problem 
and possible solutions. All persons interested are invited to 
attend October 21st at 7:30 p.m. in the City Council Cham- 
bers. 


Firewood Cutting Permits 
Still Avallabie 


Woodcutting permits are still available for state lands in 
Crawford County. 

The Grayling DNR Field office has issued 1323 permits 
this year for the county and permits will be available until 
December 31. Area DNR forester Don Torchia said there is 
plenty of dead wood left in the county, although the “easy to 
obtain’? dead wood along roadsides has already been har- 
vested. 

Crawford County is divided into six zones for firewood 
permits. Zone 2, containing military raiiges, and zone 5, 
covering the southwest corner of the county, has been the 
most requested zones by woodcutters. 

Permits are issued for one zone only and are free of 
charge. Only one permit is issued per household but up to 10 
cords of wood may be cut on one permit. Kirtland Warbler 
posted areas and timber sale areas are off-limits to firewood 
cutting. 

Wood cut on free permits may not be sold but commer- 
cial cutting permits are available for $60.

One woman at the town- 
ship board meeting last 
Monday night said the or- 
dinance was important 
because ‘‘We don’t want to 
live in a dump. We want to 
live in a decent community.” 

Another woman, however, 
said many of the persons in 
violation of the ordinance 
are laid off from work and 
don’t have the money to 
comply with the ordinance. 

“It costs money for the 
vehicle to take the junk to 
the dump, money for the 
tools you need to clean it up, 
and it’s going to cost money 
for a babysitter to watch the 
kids while we clean it up,” 
she said.

sick teachers. The teachers 
staffing the libraries may 
have to be used some days as 
substitutes. The openings of 
the middle schoo] and high 
schoo] libraries 
delayed because this hap- 
pened. Even when the laid- 
off teachers are available to 
staff the libraries, services 
are restricted compared to 
previous years when full- 
time libraries ran the opera- 
tion and were available to 
help students. 

In other school news, at 
the October 12 school board 
meeting, high school prin- 
cipal Kent Reynolds and 
ntiddle school principal Dale 
Nicholas said the change 
from a seven-period school 
day to a five-period day was 
causing difficulties — in 
several areas: 

* Graduation requiremen- 
ts. If the schools continue 
with  five-period = days, 
several graduation require- 
ments may have to be cut or 
changed. Already a recom- 
mendation was brought to 
the board to reduce the 
requirement of two semes- 
ters of health to only one 
semester for the class of 
1984, 

e Student-teachers  con- 
flicts - Can’t be worked out 
by switching the student to 
another classroom anymore 
hecause of the tight five- 
period schedule. 

* More failures. More stu- 
dents may fail because of the 
reduction of classes. For in- 
stance, a freshman English 
class was split into an ad- 
vanced class and a class for 
the slower achievers. The 
result was a 50 percent 
decrease in failures. By 
combining classes again and 
dropping other special 
classes, school administra- 
tors and teachers anticipate 
the failure rate to climb back 
upward. 

¢ Teacher-student contact. 
With no conference hours for 
teachers this year, students 
have little opportunity to 


meet with teachers for extra 
help in class. The loss of 
counseling services this year 
also is hurting the student 
who needs help. 

In other action at the 
school board meeting, the 
school district’s auditor pre- 
sented the 1980-81 audit 
report, and, at the request of 
persons in the audience, 
stated there is no secret 


money in the — school 
district’s books, 
The school board also 


defended a five percent raise 
for teachers. President of 
the board Kathleen Burkley 
said the raise was figured in- 
to the budget and the board 
felt it couldn’t afford not to 
give the teachers a raise. 
‘Teachers this year have 
increased classes, increased 
responsibilities, and = in 
creased bills at home,’’ she 
said. “We can not ask 
teachers to underwrite our 
childrens’ education.”

Lehman Workers Building 
Airport Terminals | 


Representatives from four 
state agencies met with local 
officials last week at Carnp 
Lehman near Grayling to 
review the progress on a 
unique project sponsored 
jointly by the Michigan 
Aeronautics | Comunission, 
the Departments of Educa- 
tion, Corrections and Labor. 

AS a result of the coopera- 
tive effort of these agencies, 
inmates at Camp Lehman, a 
mninimum security correc- 
tions facility near Grayling, 
are earning college credit 
from Kirtland Community 
“ollege while building 
modular facilities that will 
be used for terminal build- 
ings at general aviation air- 
ports. 

Construction on the first 
building began in August. 
When completed next 
spring, it will be transported 
to Sparta Airport in Kent 
County near Grand Rapids. 

The project was under- 
taken to provide relatively 
lowcost terminal facilities as 
well as educational oppor- 
tunities for inmates at Camp 
Lehman, Total cost for each 


building is estimated at 
$45,000. The Michigan 
Aeronautics Commission 


and the local community 
receiving the facility will 
share equally in the cost. 

The program is designed 
to provide education and 
training in carpentry, elec- 
trical work, plumbing, heat- 
ing and ventilation, as well 
as painting. The inmates are 
given classroom instruction 
as well as construction ex- 
perience. The buildings, 
which will measure 52’ by 26’ 
when completed, are being 
constructed in three sec- 
tions. The completed sec- 
tions will then be transport- 
ed to the site at Sparta for 
completion.

message from the Sheriff's Of- 
fice advising him that Red 
Cross in Detroit requested he 
be in Frederic before noon to 
help a Red Cross Disaster 
Volunteer assist the victims of 
the tornado there. 

What tornado? 

Why the one that hit down 
at Frederic at 2 this morning 
and destroyed a dozen or more 
stures and mobile homes! 
Where have you been? 

So you call the Town Hall at 
Frederic and talk to the Town- 
ship Supervisor. Yes, there 
had been a tornado all right, 
26 people had ta be taken to 
Mercy Hospital altho only 4 
are still there. No, they hadn’t 
asked for Red Cross help, 
knew nothing about anyone 
coming from Red Cross. 

They were feeding people at 
the Sportsmans Club across 
the street from the ‘Pownship 
Hall and Civil Defense people 
were clearing old US27 with 
bulldozers, and they thought 
everything was reasonably 
under control, 

So you juinp in the car with 
your wife and start for Fred- 
eric, On the way WGRY was 
telling everything that had 
happended and what the 
current situation was. 

It didn’t Lake too tong to get 
to Frederic and you are ap- 
palled. Several of the stores 
are smashed into their base- 
ments; the area where there 
had been a dozen or more 
mobile homes looks like a 
giant fist had smashed them 
to bits; there are canoes twist- 
ed inte pretzels by another 
giant all over the place; but 
the rest of Frederic has been 
left untouched. 

You drive over to the Town- 
ship Hall and there is a station 
wagon with Red Cross signs 
on it, and a Jady in her mid- 


forties is trying to put up a

Red Cross banner. You intro- 
duce yourselves, you help her 
put up the flag and some pos- 
ters saying: ‘‘Red Cross 
Disaster Relief Here” and help 
carry cardboard cartons of 
forms, folders, pencils, ete, tn- 
to the Town Hall. 

You asked her how come she 
was here? She replies that 
Division Red Cross Head- 
quarters had been notified 
about 3 a.m. by the State 
Police Headquarters in Lan- 
sing of a tornado at Frederic. 
She had been awakened at 6 
an. by the Disaster Director 
for the State of Michigan and 
was instructed to go at once to 
Frederic to render Red Cross 
Immediate Disaster Relief and 
she appreciated our being 
there to help her. 

Her name is Ellegene Sonne- 
feld and she is a Voluriteer 
Disaster Consultant who lives 
in Saginaw. 

In a few moments the ‘Town- 
ship Supervisor and the Civil 
Defense Coordinator are told 
we are there (o issue orders for 
food, clothing and shelter 
where necessary to the victims 
of the tornado, on merchants 
of the victims choice, as gifts 
from American Red Cross, and 
will they please get the local 
radio station to notify the vic- 
tims of the Disaster that they 
are to come to the Frederic 
Township Hall to receive such 
relief? 

In minutes we have been 
taught how to make out the 
forms and issue the orders, 
and are told to indicate on the 
relief orders that the merchan- 
ts are to send the bills to 
Crawford County Chapter/ 
American Red Cross, But. how 
am I to pay for them, we have 
less than $500 in the bank? 
Don’t worry, we will talk to 
Detroit this afternoon and 
they will transfer a few thou- 
sand dollars to our bank in 
Grayling first thing Monday 
morning! 

But people are already 
coming in, so we go to work. 

When we closed up shop at 9 
p.m. that Saturday evening we 
had covered about 75% of the 
folks directly involved. No 
questions other than details of 
how they were involved and 
the losses they incurred. 

A set of clothing and a pair 
of shoes for each member of 
the family who had lost theirs, 
enough food for the family for 
a week to start with. Most of 
the victims had shelter with 
friends or family, for those 
who did not, arrangements 
were made with motels. 

By Sunday afternoon when 
the last of the victims had left, 
we had issued orders for over 
$3000 worth of food, clothing 
and shelter on the stores of the 
victims choice. We had talked 
to Red Cross in Detroit, the 
Michigan Division headquar- 
ters, and $2000 would be 
deposited to our account at 
the Grayling State Bank the 
first thing Monday morning, 
and more as necessary to 
cover the total orders issued. 
National Red Cross would foot 
the bill as more than 5 families 
were involved, but we didn’t 
have enough money anyway, 
so Red Cross would take care 
of the bill, 

My attitude toward Red 
Cross had undergone a 
tremendous change in a little 
over 24 hours, but it would 
change more in the next week 
or two, 

During that next week or 
two, we discovered victims 
who had lost their dentures, 
their eye glasses and similar 
items and Red Cross arranged 
for their replacement. at local 
Dentists and Opticians. Seven 
Federal agencies, from HUD, 
to HIEW, from Agriculture 
Department, IRS, and Small 
Business Loans converged on 
Frederic as the Governor had 
declared Frederic an ‘‘Témer- 
gency” qualifying for Federal 
assistance. 

Red Cross arranged for tele- 
phones at Red Cross expense 
to be insLalled in the Township 
Hall, provided lunch for about 
20 agents who showed up, and 

picked up similar miscella- 
neous expenses incurred by 
the Federal crew. 

After the last patient had 
left Mercy Hospital we found 
there were just about $400 
worth of medical care that had 
not been covered by insurance, 
American Red Cross reimbur- 
sed the hospital for the other- 
wise unrecoverable medical 
service performed. 

When the final bill was paid, 


American Red Cross had pro- 


vided over $5000 in relief to 
the victims of the Frederic dis- 
aster as free gifts of money to 
provide the things needed, ex- 
cluding the many hours. of 
labor by Red Cross Volun- 
teers. 

Local folks and quite a few 
irom outside our area had 
donated a little over $800 to 
Red Cross here to help the vic- 
tims. T talked to the Manager 
of the Michigan Division of 
Red Cross about how to trans: 
fer the funds to National Red 
Cross, He suggested we wait a 
year or two and use the money 
to expand Red Cross Services 
in Crawford County, and when 
we were more sound finan- 
cially, we could turn the $800 
or so back to Red Cross at the 
National level. 

Tt was at that point that my 
wife and ] became convinced 
that. Crawford County could 
not. afford to be without the 
full Services of American Red 
Cross - from SMPF&V to Dis- 
aster Relief, to Blood Services, 
to Safety Training - and deter- 
mined to devote ourselves to 
making the Crawford County 
Chapter a viable Red Cross 


operation. 

It took until the 1977 fiscal 
year before the Chapter was 
financially able to send the 
$800 to National, but we did. 

Since that time Crawford 
County Chapter has become 
able to render full Red Cross 
Relief to National standards 
o all victims of Disaster in 
Crawford County, Mostly 
local disasters are home burn- 
outs, ‘There were 13 in the win- 
ter of fiscal year 1980, and 
only two were covered by in- 
surance, The 11 family victims 
received over $4800 in gifts of 
foad, clothing and — shelter 
where needed from Crawford 
County Chapter/American 
Red = Cross. Gifts made 
possible by the financial sup- 
port. of the Goad Neighbors of 
this community. 

In addition, through the gift 
of one of our leading citizens, 
the Chapter acquired an 
unusually equipped house 
trailer which was ideal for a 
Disaster Vehicle. It is main- 
tained constantly by members 
of our 6 Leam, twelve Volun- 
tecr Disaster group, and is 
made available to the Sheriff 
for any law and order situation 
when not required for Red 
Cross Disaster activites, and 
it is also available to our Civil 
Defense if the situation does 
not require its use as a Red 
Cross emergency center. 


Further, our local Disaster 
Teams provide food and 
refreshment to our local 


Volunteer Fire Departments 
when asked by any of the five 
Fire Chiefs of our five County 
Volunteer Fire Departments: 
and when the weather is cold, 
the Red Cross Disaster 
Vehicle is brought to the scene 
for the Volunteer Firemens 
comfort to get warm and rest 
where necessary. 

For example, the Disaster 
Vehicle was utilized by the 
Sheriff's Department as a 
communication and shelter 
headquarters in the two recent 
drownings at Lake Margrethe 
this summer, It is equipped 
with CB, AM, I*M, and Law 
Enforcement. radio receivers 
and transceivers, and a tele: 
phone. An outside connection 
is available to tie into the 
nearest Celephone line, making 
it a self sustained communica- 
tion center. 

Remember, all Immediate 
Disaster Relicf extended by 
American Red Cross must 
come from funds raised by 
Red Cross from the general 
public. No Iederal, State or 
Local Tax monies are provided 
American Red Cross to per- 
form this function. 

On occasion, the Federal 
Government may contract 
with American National Red 
Cross to handle distribution of 
food, medical supplies and 
care, on Relief missions out- 
side of the United States. 
These international Red Cross 
operations are a responsibility 
of the Federal Government 
and not the American Red 
Cross, and on occasion the 
Federal Government will con- 
tracL American National Red 
Cross to perform such services 
abroad. ‘These are — relief 
missions related to disasters 
in foreign countries, are in no 
way involved in serving the 
Armed Forces of the United 
States at Overseas” Bases, 
which IS a total responsibility 
of American Red Cross. 

Average yearly Red Cross 
Relief Costs are between $50 
and $60 million, but seem to be 
always growing both from in- 
flation and what seems to be 
an ever creep upwards in the 
number of nationa} disasters. 

This total includes both the 
expenditures of the — local 
Chapters of Red Cross and the 
National organization, and the 
funds must all come from 
donations to local Chapters by 
the American people. 

On an average about 25% of 
the total funds contributed to 
local Chapters is required to 
sustain the National organiza- 
tion and primarily provide for 
the Natiaal cosis of Service t to 
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Military Families and 
Veterans and Disaster Relief, 
National's share is deter. 
mined for each Chapter by a 
very equitable formula recog. 
nizing population and worker 


earnings of the Chapter's 
community. 
For example, Crawford 


County's quota for this Oc. 
tober Fund Drive is $1162 or 
22.78% of the minimum goal 
of $4862 established hy 
National. Crawford County's 
budget requirements are far 
above the minimum goal, and 
we must raise at least $5800 to 
provide our scheduled services 
to this community. 

However, any money we 
raise over the minimum goal of 
$4862, stays with our Chapter- 
National only gets its $1162 
share. If we did not raise 
$4862 in total, National's 
share would only be 22.73% of 
whatever amount was contri- 
buted. 

A very fair National fund 
raising policy which 
stimulates local Chapters to 
do the best. fund raising job 
possible as all the money con- 
tributed over the minimum 
goal is retained by the local 
Chapter. 

Immediate Disaster Relief 
as provided by American Red 
Cross is like a_ blanket in. 
surance policy to every citizen 
of this Country irrespective of 
race, religion, creed or political 
affiliation, protecting he or she 
and their families from a per- 
sonal calamity caused by a 
fire, flood, tornado, hurricane, 
explosion or what have you. 

No other organization pro- 
vides such Service; no other 
organization is mandated by 
the Congress of the U.S. to 
provide such Service. 

In round figures there are, 
we understand, 220,000,000 
peopie in the 50 states of the 
United States, and it takes 
about $220,000,000 per year to 
provide all the Services of Red 
Cross at both the Local Chap- 
ter and National level. 


At a dollar a head what 
family can afford to be 
without. just Red Cross 


Disaster relief alone! Not to 
mention all the other Services, 
particularly Blood Service! 
Who wouldn't give a dollar a 
head to make sure every 
member of his family would 
receive Red Cross Blood, free, 
except for collecting, storing 
and — redistributing — costs, 
whenever it was needed? 

But, unfortunately, 
although Americans are the 
most generous, most charita- 
ble people in the world, collec- 
tively, individually, they do 
nol reach that standard. The 
Good Neighbors of this Nation 
must make up for those who 
will not, or cannot, carry their 
fair share of the load.

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Ingham County Circuit Court 
Judge Robert Holmes Bell has ruled 
the state’s lobby law unconstitu- 
tional because it would regulate 
fundamental rights without usin 
the least intrusive means possible. 

In overturning the entire 1978 act, 
Bell said the law is overbroad, 
violates equal protection and _ in- 
fringes on First Amendment rights 
of freedom of expression. 

The new ruling constitutes the 
second time a lobby reform law has 
been overturned and means the 1947 
law remains in effect. 

The state Supreme Court declared 
unconstitutional an omnibus politi- 
cal reform act of 1975 which in- 
cluded revised controls for lobbying 
activities. 

An appeal to the state Court of 
Appeals is expected to be filed by 
Attorney General Frank Kelley. 

Detroit Attorney James Robin- 
son, who represented the First 
Amendment Committee to Protect 
the Right to Lobby, said he was 
pleased the opinion reflected all the 
major contentions included in the 
challenge of the act. 

“Tt means it will be necessary for 
the Legislature to go back and write 
a new act that is constitutional. The 
attorney general in effect conceded 
many of our points, but said if 
properly construed, the law doesn’t 
say what it appears to say. The 
judge concluded the court just 
couldn’t construe all the problems 
away, Robinson said. 

Robinson said he hoped, rather 
than to continue the litigation, that 
proponents of the law would ‘‘seeing 
the deficiencies, attempt to secure 
legislation that would correct the 
problems. 

He added the First Amendment 
Committee did not oppose the regu- 
lation of traditional activity of lob- 
bying. 

The committee, headed by Francis 
Pletz who is president of the Mich- 
igan Library Association, consists 
of about 100 associations, com- 
panies and organizations, and has

pledged over $250,000 over three 
years to battle the act in court. 

Pletz expressed a desire to help 
write a constitutional lobbyist 
regulation bill but noted she wanted 
to review the formal decision to 
‘‘determine what is salvageable.”’ 

Senate Minority Leader Robert 
VanderLaan (R-Kentwood) urged 
the Legislature to begin now to 
write a new law which will 
“reasonably and responsibly deal 
with the problem while guaran- 
aoe the constitutional rights of 
a he 

The law would have regulated ac- 
tivities of and required reporting by 
lobbyists and lobbyist agents. It 
would have set misdemeanor penal- 
ties for violation of reporting 
requirements, providing gifts or 
loans to officials or registration 
requirements; and felony penalties 
for lobbying for a fee contingent 
upon the outcome of state action. 

Among the deficiencies of the act 
cited by Bell were: 

® unconstitutionally vague defini- 
tions of public officials in the law's 
attempt to regulate communications 
between a lobbyist or lobby agent 
and a public official. 

* an unconstitutional chilling of a 
citizen’s right of expression by a 
vague requirement that lobbyists’ 
reports of expenditures include a 
brief description of lobbying ac- 
tivities without clarifying the term. 

* a violation of constitutional 
guarantees of equal protection by 
permitting specified financial in- 
stitutions to provide public officials 
with —_ loans but apparently 
prohibiting a retail institution from 
offering a credit line to a public of- 
ficial. 

* an unconstitutional infringe- 
ment of rights of free association by 
apparently requiring the disclosure 
of members hip lists of organiza- 
tions who might employ a lobbyist 
or lobbyist agent. 

* an improper attempt to include 
in the regulations licensed attor- 
neys.

A Few Tips About
